Australian beef exports to U.S. decline again 


Australia's beef exports 
to the U.S. ore expected to 
decline Qgain in 1982 to 
226,000 tons, down from 
240,000 in 1981, according 
to George Reeves, an 
economist with the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics 
(BAE). 

Reeves also forecasted 
total Australian beef and 
veal exports will decline 
10% in 1982 to 410,000 
tons shipped weight. 

Australian cattle prices 
are not expected to rise un¬ 
til the second half of 1982, 
according to the BAE 
forecast. The weighted 
average aaleyard price of 
cattle is expected to be 130 
Australian cents per 
kilogram, about the same 
as the 1981 average, 
reports UCN. 

Reeves said this forecast 
is based on prospects of in¬ 
creased U.S. beef produc¬ 
tion and the recession in 
the U.S. economy, which 
will affect prices of 
Australian beef Bhipped to 
the U.S. 

Australian meat and 


livestock chairman, Geoff 
Jones agreed with the BAE 
forecast and added that a 
new competitor in the 
world beef export market 
could be Brazil. 

He said Brazil may begin 
to sell beef into Eastern 
Europe, the Middle East 
and North Africa. 

The Australian cattle 


herd is expected to decline 
further by March 31, to 
about 26 million head com¬ 
pared with 26.2 million in 
1981. 

Cattle slaughter will 
decline by 6% to 7.7 million 
head and beef and venl pro¬ 
duction will fall 3.1% to 
1.393 million tons, accord¬ 
ing to the BAE forecast.

Tho Ki-tigun ndimnslrn- 
lion's FY 1983 budget 
unveiled recently proposes 
an 811.6 million increase in 
funding for USDA's food 
safety programs to be used 
in part for expanding its 
chemical residue control 
programs. 

The administration's pro¬ 
posal would allow USDA's 
Food Safety and Inspec¬ 
tion Service (FSIS) to 
spend almost 8320.6 mil¬ 
lion in 1983, up about 3.5% 
from FY 1982, reports 
CNS. 

The proposal would in¬ 
crease 1983 funding for 
FSIS efforts to prevent, 
detect and control toxic 
chemicals that could enter 
the nation's meat and 
poultry supply by $4.3 
million from the 1982 level. 
The increase would bo used 


to expand nml develop new 
methods nf testing for re¬ 
sidues. The 1983 FSIS 
budget also provides im¬ 
plement i ng a complete na¬ 
tional residue prevention 
program. 

The administration also 
proposed a 33.1 million in¬ 
crease in the meat and 
poultry inspection budget 
for 1983 to cover tho fed¬ 
eral government's costs of 
taking over defunct state 
inspection service in 
Arkansas, Idaho, Michigan 
and Rhode Island. 

The administration pro¬ 
posed a net increase of $5.7 
million to restore costs of a 
federal pay hike FSIS ab¬ 
sorbed in 1082. These sal¬ 
ary increases totaled $14.1 
million, but were partly off¬ 
set by a savings of S8.4

Utah Farm Bureau

FDA to take action on 
feed additive test plan 


The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) ex¬ 
pects to take further action 
this year toward establish¬ 
ing procedures for evaluat¬ 
ing the human cancer risk 
posed by residues of drugs 
and additives used in 
livestock feed. 

FDA has legal authority 
to approve the use of car¬ 
cinogenic compounds in 
food-producing animals 
provided the compound 
will either have an adverse 
effect on the animal for 
which it is intended or 
leave detectable residues 
after slaughter in the edible 
portion of the animal. 

However, the use of a 
carcinogenic. compound in 
livestock Is likely tif leave 
minute residues in the ani¬ 
mal's edible tissues that 
cannot be detected by any 
existing method or any 
method likely to be devel¬ 
oped, according to FDA, 
reports CNS. 

Thus, FDA has been 
working for the past sever¬ 
al years to establish 
through regulations cri¬ 
teria and procedures that 
should be used in its pro¬ 
cess of approving methods 
for analysing animal 
tissues. .for carcinogenic 
residues. In 1979, FDA 
proposed adopting the so- 
called "sensitivity of 
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method” approach to the 
problem. 

This approach would be 
used to define, in effect, 
when “no residue” is con¬ 
sidered present in animal 
tissue on the basis of car¬ 
cinogenicity testing and ex¬ 
trapolation. The extrapola¬ 
tion procedure would esti¬ 
mate what residue levels 
are safe in the total diet of 
the test animals and, if 
they occurred, in the total 
diet of man. 

In a federal regulatory 
calendar published recent¬ 
ly, FDA said it may re-pro- 
pose this approach or issue 
final regulations or tenta¬ 
tive guidelines during the 
thirti quarter of 1982.

Speaking at the opening 
general session of the Na¬ 
tional Cattlemen's Assn, 
convention, W.T. Berry, 
jr. noted that there are 
“two basic keys to success 
b the coming year." 

i "First," He said, there 
is the need for the profes- 
gfonal cattleman, as an in¬ 
dividual. to further im¬ 
prove his own business and 
production management 
BkUlfl. Secondly, we must 
achieve more industry uni¬ 
ty and, through NCA and 
other industry groups, im¬ 
prove the opportunities for 
each cattleman to earn a 
profit.

Deny, who is NCA ex¬

public relations, member 
information and a whole 
host of other activities that 
promote the beef Industry. 

"Much of what we do 
benefits not just you but 


hundreds of thousands nf 
oLher entile producers who 
do nut belong (to NCA or 
its affilialos). H is n 
challenge to help gel more 
cattlemen involved in some 
way in NCA and its af¬ 
filiates. 1 ' 

Berry said NCA officers 
and board members and 
staff are “fully aware that 
these have been and arc dif¬ 
ficult times for our in¬ 
dustry, and for you as in¬ 
dividuals. But I believe 
that improvement is just 
ahead. Cattlemen always 
have had staying power, 
perseverance, ability to 
withstand hardships, and 
an optimistic outlook and a 
belief in the future. This op¬ 
timistic outlook and belief 
will carry us into hotter 
days ahead."

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Economist says long-term changes worsen livestock industry problem

The livestock industry 
shouldn't "kid itself" that 
high interest rates and a 
stumbling economy are its 
only probloms, a former 
senior economist with the 
Kansas City Federal Re¬ 
serve Bank said here re¬ 
cently. 

Dr. Sheldon Stahl, speak¬ 
ing at the annual meeting 
of Livestock Marketing 
Assn., said there are "long¬ 
term changes talcing place 
that are compounding your 
problems and that will con¬ 
tinue to impact on your in¬ 
dustry for the foreseeable 
future." 

These include the possi¬ 
bilities that consumers 
may be gradually and per¬ 
manently turning away 
from red meat, and that re¬ 
cent decades of high beef 
consumption were an aber¬ 
ration produced by the 
post-war baby boom. 

"It might be satisfying 
to say that Carol Foreman 
Is gone now and that nutri¬ 
tionists are kooks, but if 


that's the way you 're 
thinking, do the best you 
can to purgo yourselves of 
those kinds of thoughts 
nnd ask yourself a much 
more troubling question," 
Stahl said. 

"How well do you under¬ 
stand your consumer and 
his patterns of consump¬ 
tion? What if there are 
long-term changes under¬ 
way (so that) the industry 
might not again return to 
the high levels of activity 
and profitability that it en¬ 
joyed in the past?" 

Stahl, now head of his 
own economic consulting 
service, asked the audience 
to speculate that high meat 
consumption might have 
been caused by low land 
prices for producers, and 
the post-World War II 
baby boom, two factors he 
said are unlikely to recur. 

The fastest-growing seg¬ 
ment of the U.S. population 
is the age group from 26 to 
44, he said, adding that 
"They may have been nur¬ 
tured on beef, but they ex-

i periment: they're into nat¬ 
ural foods, fish, poultry 
and lots of other things." 

What this means for the 
livestock industry, Stahl 
said, is "You can't counton 
the same kind of consumer 
being out there aa was 
there 10 to 20 years ago.” 

And, he said, “You can't 
count on ever again having 
low, single-digit interest 
rates." 

Stahl pointed to the 
American automobile in¬ 
dustry, which he said, "is 
dead as a doornail," as an 
example of how not to deal 
with today's consumer and 
today's economy. 

Domestic automakers 
were late in realizing the 
public's acceptance of 
smaller and cheaper foreign 
cars. And, he said, it's 
become a "badge of honor 
not to trade a car In every 
three years, but to drive (it) 
until the wheels fall off. 1 ' 

He called this a change in 
"secular attitudes" that 
will bring profound 
changes and problems for 
the U.S. automakers. But 
"the fndustty won’t believe 
it, and because they have 
refused to believe reality 
for a long time, they are 


now reaping the results of 
that stupidity." 

Stahl told his audience, 
primarily livestock market¬ 
ing businessmen, "There is 
a lesson in this for your 
people. Don't miss that 
bus. Ask yourself, ‘Are we 
speaking with the con¬ 
sumer, who purchases our 
products, not just to him or 
her?’ 

"It's the difference bet¬ 
ween... a dialogue and a 
monologue. You've got to 
speak with, instead of 
speaking to." 

Stahl added that "]'m an 
optimist, because 1 believe 
that when we face up to the 
problems that we have, and 
the sacrifices that we 
might have to make, we 
can do something about 
it." 

Asked to elaborate on 
what sacrifices the live¬ 
stock industry should 
make, he said, “This is a 
time for consolidation and 
cost controls.. .don’t ex¬ 
pand.” 

On the national level, 
Stahl said tax increases, 
not cuts, are the only way 
to bring the federal deficit 
under control and per¬ 
manently lower interest

P ^?he applications of 
bmad sanctions would im¬ 
mediately impact U.S. agri¬ 
culture unless it were ex¬ 
cluded at a time when it 
was already experiencing 
low prices because of slug¬ 
gish export markets, large 
supplies and to some ex¬ 
tent the continuing effect 
of the 1980 embargo," 

Even if new sanctions did 
not discriminate againBt 
agriculture, as assured 
by the administration, 
Block said, there still 
would be an inevitable in¬ 
crease in farm program 
coats. "Expanded pro¬ 
grams of acreage produc¬ 
tion control, direct pay¬ 
ments, commodity pur¬ 
chases and storages incen¬ 
tives would all have to be 
considered," Block told the 


subcommittee, reports 
CNS. 

"I promise you that I will 
speak forcibly for agricul¬ 
ture in any discussions 
that involve a suspension 
of agriculture trade with 
any other nation," Block 
told the subcommittee. 

The 1981 farm act al¬ 
ready requires large com¬ 
pensation to farmers if 
trade sanctions discri¬ 
minate against agriculture. 

Block said he did not 
plan to change the 19B2 
farm programs just be¬ 
cause farm prices are 
depressed. Block said that 
policy in the past that 
changed commodity loan 
and reserve programs re¬ 
peatedly affected the 
credibility of the programs. 
“This will not happen 
under my jurisdiction," 
Block said.

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Curtis advises livestock producers to use science in welfare issues 


Ufological immngenienL 
techniques tor livestock 
production will never ho 
perfect, but un balance in* 
tensive production systems 
have many things in their 
favor in terms of animal 
welfare, University of Il¬ 
linois animal scientist, 
Stanley E. Curtis, told an 
audience at the 37Hi annual 
Formula Feed Conference 
at Kansas State University 
recently. 

People on both sides of 
the issue—animal welfar- 
ists as well as pro¬ 
ducers—will not be satis¬ 
fied until considerably 
more success in minimizing 
animal abuse and neglect is 
achieved than has been so 
far, he added. < 

The animal welfare coali- 1 
tion wa depleted by Curtia 1 
as “a well-funded, highly 1 
popular, effectivo... highly J 
potent adversary" with a ' 
reservoir of political clout c 
in this country that even t 
they havo not yet fully op- & 
predated or fully tapped." 

Using the observations n 
of Thomas Grumbiy, Cur- l 
tis, a livestock physiologist u 
who on numerous occa- v> 
slons has challenged w 
charges by the animal d 
welfarism, warned his au- in 
dience, "No issue in recent 
history—not even the Viet- 
nam War—has generated » n 
more letters and telephone 
calls than has animal ? 
welfare." Grumbiy served 
in the Food and Drug Ad- F 
ministration with the . 
former administration and 
is now with the House *

perhaps even psychological 
screening lo get this job 
done.

Curtis appeared twice on 
the formula feed pro- 
grom— the First time to talk 
about his research on the 
effects of environment on 
animal behavior and per¬ 
formance. 

It wris in second session 
that Curtis outlined the 
history and discussed the 
impact of the animal 
welfare movement. He 
started with Ruth Har¬ 
rison’s book. Animal 
Machines, authored in the 
mid-1960s in England 
depicting "sadistic abuse, 
and wanton neglect of food 
animals." As a result of 
that book and a Parliamen¬ 
tary commission, five basic 
animal rights were acclaim¬ 
ed by animal welfariats: 
The right to stand up, to lia 
down, to stretch the limbs, 
to turn around and to 
groom at will. 


Michael Fox, an English 
veterinarian ' who writes 
syndicated columns on 
pets in the U.S. and now 
hoadB up the Institute for 
the Study of Animal Pro¬ 
blems, a division of the 
Humane Society of the 
U.S. Fox, said Curtis, ad¬ 
vises consumers to refuse 
to eat animals treated in¬ 
humanely by the farmer. In 
Curtis' interpretation, Fox 
intends that to mean all 
hens in cages, all veal 
calves in tie stalls and all 
sows in gestation crates. 


Curtis' review of the 
movement ended with Alex 
Herschaft of the Vegetar¬ 
ian Information Service, 
who Curtis said looks for¬ 
ward to the "unlamented 
demise of the animal food 
industry," 

The animal welfare move¬ 
ment, Curtis said, got its 
initial start in the U.S. with 
publication of Animal 
Liberation by Peter Singer 
in 1975. Singer is an 
Australian philosopher 
who railed against what he 
called "speciesism"—the 
notion that humans are 
basically better than other 
animals and have rights 
not etijoyed by qther 
spades. Curtis said Singer 
believed humans have nor 
right to use animals in re¬ 
search or testing, regard¬ 
less of the objectives, or as 
food. 

Also included in Curtis' 
review of activists were 
Jim Mason, a Singer disci¬ 
ple and lawyer, who accord¬ 
ing to Curtis, believes that 
all animals held by humans 
in. any way ought to . be 
Uberatjed-rset free; and Dr/ . 


"The problem comes 
when someone attempts to 
apply some sort of a happy 
medium principle iu deter¬ 
mining how animals ought 
to be managed in real situa¬ 
tions in animal agricul¬ 
ture," said Curtis. "So long 
88 there are thinking men 
and women in this country, 
free to have their own opi- 
nions, we shall be discuss¬ 
ing, debating, arguing 
about just exactly where 
stress ends and distress 
begins." 

Curtis said abuse, neg¬ 
lect and deprivation consti¬ 
tute cruelty to animals. 
"There is no argument, I 
believe, that they should 
not exist. So, really, the 
question of the welfare of 
animals in agricultural 
systems boils down to whe¬ 
ther modern production 
systems deprfve the 
animals of needs—needs 
that are certainly not as 
crucial as those for feed 
and water, for example, 
and needs that have not yet 
been founded on scientific 
grounds." 

Major ppokespersons of 
the aniiijal welfare move¬ 
ment believe cruelties are 
inflicted on food animals by 
the very nature of intensive 
production 1 systems. 

"They have It just back¬ 
wards," Curtis charged. "I 
believe the most widely 
adopted basic production 
systems are, on balance, 
clearly beneficial to the 
animal's overall well-being. 
On the other hand, in¬ 
competent animal pro-. 



ducers, transporters, and 
handlers, can cause failure 
in any system, can abuse 
and neglect any facility. So 
it seems to me that we 
ought to applaud the sys¬ 
tems and facilities and 
criticize and take action to 
eliminate from our midst 


incompetent animal pro¬ 
ducers, transporters and 
handlers. 

“Scientists in the 
academic area and industry 
will continue to improve 
designs and systems, but 
problems of animal abuse 
and animal neglect will con-

Beef remains by far the 
most strongly preferred 
meat, Van Vleck noted, and 
Oda is one reason why the 
bask outlook for the cattle 
industry is positive. How¬ 
ever, the SAC report doeB 
not promise that everyone 
in or willing to try his hand 
hi the cattle business will 
succeed. That kind of pro¬ 
mise, Van Vleck said, is 
meaningless in a highly 
competitive commodity 
business like beef. Not all 
cattle producers can expect 
lo prosper during the 
balance of this decade.

Van Vleck continued, “will 
bs those who become more 
market-oriented and then 
■ use the best available 
. Ufc&hiqueB to manage their 
Upases and produce 
catud mote competitively.

consumption during the 
past 20 years. The "mix" of 
products has changed, but 
the total has not. And the 
total may not show much 
change during the next 
several years—unless there 
are substantial gains in 
average real (adjusted for 
inflation) incomes. 

The leveling off of 
average per capita meat 
consumption signals a 
highly competitive situa¬ 
tion, Van Vleck said. 
Future beef industry, 
growth will depend to a 
considerable extent on 
population growth (ex¬ 
pected to average 0.8% per 
year in the 1980s) and ex¬ 
pansion of exports (now ac¬ 
counting for only 1% of 
beef production). Other key 
factors will be development 
of new beef uses and beef 
products; improvement in 
the competitive relation¬ 
ship between beef and 
other meats; improving 
beef's acceptance; and cap¬ 
turing a greater share of 
the available market for 
meat. 

“Many cattlemen feel 
that they are producing 
beef as efficiently as possi¬ 
ble,” Van Vleck said, "but 
the committee's analysis 
showed that most can Im¬ 
prove their performance, 
just by using technology 
and techniques now avail¬ 
able. Records of lenders 
show, for example, that 
among cow-calf operators, 
the variation in efficiency 
is 100%. For whatever 
reasons, it costs one 
operator twice as much bb 
another to produce 100 lb. 

of calf. , , 

• The economic environ- 

munt and the industry it¬ 
self will continue to change 
rapidly. Cattlemen muBt 
become businessmen spe¬ 
cializing in cattle rather 
than cattlemen functioning 
as businessmen only on oc¬ 
casion. Now information 
services and computer pro¬ 
grams will bo used more 
widely. In a volatile 
economy, risk management 
will be essontial. 

• There will be some 
cyclical change In cattle 
numbers and beef supplies, 
but total cattle number and 
annual per capita beef sup¬ 
plies are not likely to show 
substantial change during 
the next several years. 
There has not been enough 
profit to stimulate sub¬ 
stantial herd rebuilding. At 
the same time, there is a 
large enough land base 
(about 1 billion acres 
grazed in the U.S.) to keep 
beef output near recent 


levels. Grain production 
will he large enough, and 
prices competitive enough, 
to maintain a feeding in¬ 
dustry. ■ 

• The cattle industry 
structure is not likely to 
change markedly. In total, 
there are about 1 Vi million 
beef cattle operators. 
Numbers of small, "part- 
time" cattle operators will 
increase somewhat; med¬ 
ium size operations may 
decline in numbers; num¬ 
bers of large operators will 
grow further. Cattlemen 
who hope to improve their 
returns in competition with 
the large numbers of 
operators who are willing 
to operate for little or no 
return on investment will 
have to improve their effi¬ 
ciency. 

• Vertical integration of 
the type found in the poul¬ 
try business will not de¬ 
velop in beef. However, 
there will be more coordin¬ 
ation of production and 
marketing. There will bB in¬ 
creases in such things as 
ownership retention, joint 
ventures, contractual rela¬ 
tionships, cooperative ar¬ 
rangements, custom slaugh¬ 
ter and specification pro¬ 
duction. 

"For both the individual 
cattleman and the in¬ 
dustry, efficiency of pro¬ 
duction and marketing will 
have to improve. There is 
no real alternative. Promo¬ 
tion can help on the de¬ 
mand side, but improve¬ 
ment in beef's competitive 
position and in profitability 
will depend largely on a 
narrowing of the price 
spread between beef and its 
competitors for the con¬ 
sumer's protein dollar," 

Additional points 
brought out in the SAC 
report: 

• The nation's economy 
will improve in the 1980s. 
There will be real economic 
growth, and inflation rates 
will decline, The rate of in¬ 
crease in production costs 
will slow. Higher real in¬ 
comes for consumers will 
mean stronger demand for 
beef. Adequate financing, 
will available; interest 
rates will decline, but real 
(adjusted for inflation) in¬ 
terest rates will be higher 

than in the past. . ; 

• Government’s .direct . 
and indirect role in agri¬ 
culture will continue to 
grow, but at a slower rate 
than in the past Govern¬ 
ment supports of agricul¬ 
ture will lessen. Industry 
will have to assume more 
responsibility for technol¬ 
ogical innovation. , 


• Energy i-o.sls will con¬ 
tinue to rise, but ut a 
slower rale than in recent 
yours. There will hu signifi¬ 
cant effects un fertilizer 
costs and irrigation costs, 
as well as transportation 
and other fuel use. This in 
turn will affect cattle pro¬ 
duction methods and re¬ 
gional trends. However, 
regional changes will be 
evolutionary rather than 
revolutionary. 

• About 65% of agri¬ 
cultural land is owned by 
on-site operators; 35% is 
held by passive owners 
who are willing to lease it a 
rates that are low in rela¬ 
tion to land values. The 
trend to greater separation 
of land ownership and cat¬ 
tle operations will continue. 

• Long-term financial 
planning will become more 
important. Equity posi¬ 
tions are still relatively 
strong for most cattlemen. 
With their land base, many 
may havo more staying 
power in difficult times 
than most pork or poultry 
producers. However, the 
ability to generate suffi¬ 
cient income to cover debt 
service haB deteriorated for 
many. Cash management 
has become critical. 

• Demand for beef has 
slipped somewhat in recent 
years. Per capita beef sup¬ 
plies have decreased by 
18% since 1976, but there 
has been no increase in real 
(adjusted for inflation) 
prices. However, the per¬ 
cent of consumers' meat 
dollars spent for beef has 
held up. Beef continues to 
command a large price 
premium. Improvement in 


llie economy ufj well os n 
leveling off or reduction in 
competitive meat supplies 
can help improve demund 
for beef. 

• Market orientation and 
market development pro¬ 
grams will become mnro 
important. Selling what 
one chooses to produce can 
be helped by promotion. 
Longer term, however, de¬ 
termining what consumers 
want and then producing 
and promoting it can be 
less costly and more pro¬ 
fitable for the individual 
cattleman and for the in¬ 
dustry. 

The next few years will 
see the development of new 
beef products, including 
"intermediate value" pro¬ 
ducts which can make beef 
more competitive; loaner 
beef; more uniformity of 
carcass size; and carcasses 
with a better yield of retail 
cuts. 

Market development pro¬ 
grams will include market 
research, situation analy¬ 
sis, product development, 
consumer information, and 
advertising and promotion. 

• Public concern about 
fat, calories and alleged 
diet-health relationships 
continues, but this concern 
will decrease as more in¬ 
formation is developed. 
Beef will become better ac¬ 
cepted. 

• Exports offer an oppor¬ 
tunity to expand beef's 
total market. One key to 
this expansion will be a 
reduction in current bar¬ 
riers against U.S. beef. 

• During the past 30 
years, production efficien¬ 
cy increased more rapidly 


in pork end poultry than in 
iMiof. C'hieken prb-ii wore 
H«% of beef prices in the 
ltlftOs; now they average 
only 30% of the price of 
beef. The pork and poultry 
industries havo achieved 
most of their potential effi¬ 
ciencies; there is more room 
for improvement in beef 
production efficiency. The 
future will see a narrowing 
of tho spread between beef 
and competitive meat 
prices. 

• There will be further 
improvements in genetics, 
reproductive performance, 
disease control and feed 
conversion. But the 
greatest potential in the 
production area Ucs in more 
efficient production and 
management of forage re¬ 
sources. To iurther im¬ 
prove beef’s competitive 
edge, cattlemen must take 
better advantage of rumi¬ 
nant animals' unique abili- . 
ty to convert otherwise 
wasted plant resources into 
a preferred food product. 

• As in any business, the 
individual cattleman will 
have to rely mostly on his 
own planning end manage¬ 
ment in order to survive 
and prosper. However, his 
degree of success will bo 
related to the extant to 
which he and others sup¬ 
port industry programs in 
government affairs, re¬ 
search, product informa¬ 
tion, promotion, industry 
public relations and 
economic and management 
information for cattlemen.

THE LIVE CATTLE MARKET again Jed the way for 
the beef complex aa casli cattle prices were 50* to $1 per 
ewfc. higher with dressed beef prices following suit, closing 
steady to 81 higher according to the National Provisioned 
Industry watchers said beef movement at current prices 
is good and should continue good, ns a result of reduced 
cattle kills the last two weeks because of severe winter 
weather. Also retailers are showing increased cattle inven¬ 
tories due to the weather as they would like to increase In¬ 
ventories in view of that same bad weather. 

However, the beef complex must be cautious of con¬ 
tinued strength because large cattle trade volume last 
week and large slaughter numbers this week could coun¬ 
teract price strength gained the last two days. Last 
week’s record trade volume of more than 90,000 head in 
the Texas panhandle and western Oklahoma and large 
trade volume in western Kansas and the com belt in¬ 
dicated that packers were extremely short bought. Mar¬ 
ket analysts also Indicated that the record trade volume 
showed retail demand had increased from demand during 
tho fourth quarter of 1981. 

The trends on slaughter steers and heifers worked 
sharply higher this under a good buyer demand. Midwest¬ 
ern terminals finished steady to $3 highor, central plains 
direct markets were 60* to $1.50 higher; Arizona ans 
California finished steady to $1.03 higher; Idaho and Utah 
closed steady to 50* lower; Oregon finished steady to 60* 
higher.Due to very current supply situations in most ma¬ 
jor marketing areas large percentages of mixed good and 
choice cattlo showed up at terminals and on feedlot show 
lists.

Those hog producers who 
have outdoor or partially 
. enclosed facilities have 
been hit hardest by recent 
severe weather while con¬ 
finement hog producers 
have been relatively pro¬ 
tected, sources contacted 
by CNS said. 

The hog producer „ ^ 

of facilities either protected 
hogs or made them suscop- 
tible to reproductive, far¬ 
rowing and health prob¬ 
lems and death loss, the 
sources agreed. 

Southeastern hog pro¬ 
ducers hove suffered most 
from the inclement 
weather, the sources said. 

George Zarecor, owner of 
Gro-Lean Gilts, Union 
City, Tenn., said many 
Southern hog producers do 
not have the heating 
capacity in confinement 
units that Corn-Belt pro¬ 
ducers do. Consequently, 
he said, his firm lost many 
pigs in the nursery during 
recent sub-zero weather. 

He said the average tem¬ 
perature for this time of 
year in the Mid-South is 46 
degrees (7.6C) and his far¬ 
rowing houses are honted 
to 70° (21C), "But when we 
had 13 degrees below zero, 
most of our houses were on¬ 
ly heated to 40 degrees and 
baby pigs cannot livo at 
Hint teinpornturo.' > 

Zarecor said most hog 
producers in his region are 
concerned about this 
month's weather. Many 
now havu prepared for ex¬ 
treme loinpcruLures and 
will use supplemental 
him ting, ho said. 

' Ho projected n reduction 
in hog numbers from 
Sou thorn hog producing 
stales will result from the 
soverly cold temperatures. 

Glenn Grimes, agricul¬ 
tural economist with the 
University of Missouri, 
said the extreme cold toin- 
pornturoH would hnvo 
greatest effect on pigs far- 
rowod during the cold 
period. Conception rates, 
he said, would be minimal¬ 
ly affected. 

Litter sizes potentially 
could bo reduced although 
such evidence will not be 
available for a few months, 
Grimes said. 

As sows* feed intake de¬ 
creases, milk production 
will be slowed and weaning 
weights may go down, 
Grimes added. 

Iowa State Veterinarian 
M.H. Lange said the severe 
weather has decreased 
daty gains for Corn-Belt 
hogs. Problems with boar 
infertility and delayed sow 
estrus cycles will only be 
temporary as warmer
